FOURTH OF JULY. 


The (!ay has passed, and the occa- 


sion has closed; but the memory of It 
remains fresh and fragrant. While tt 
is so, we will endeavor to give our im- 
pressions of It, with as much cetail 
as our limits will permit. 


The visit, of the SOIKJ of Portsmouth 


"was the most prominent feature of the 
day. They came In goodly numbers, 
many with wives and children; and 
not a few of the daughters came with 
the 
husbands 
whom ,they 
found 


abroad. The city was alive 
with 


, them. The trains of Saturday morn- 


ing and evening were loaded down 
•with them, and.they were.present in 
every congregation on the Sabbath. 


On Monday morning, which 
was 


cloudy and threatened rain, there was 
the usual Portsmouth din, of crack- 
ers, small arms, &c., beginning faintly 
about midnight, and gaining gradually 
until sunrise, when the bells and guns 
by authority waked up every body, 
(except the very few who can stand 
lire without winking or waking.) 


The programme arranged, for the 


day and evening, was carried out with 
more than ordinary fidelity, punctuali- 
ty and success. Tho Industrial and 
Municipal Processions were season- 
ably formed and ported in their as- 
signed positions waiting for the arriv- 
al of tho morning train Irom Boston, 
with the main body of the "Sons" from 
that place. On that arrival at French- 
man's Lane, they were saluted by the 
discharge of cannon, fired 
by 
the 


Rocklngham Guards; and the Boston 
Delegation were formed Into a proces- 
sion by their own 
Marshal.- 
The} 


•were then received by the Oity.Gov 
eminent find Committee, In behalf of 
•whom, and in the name of Uie City, 
Mayor Walker extended to them . a 
cordial welcome, happily expressed; 
to which an equally happy response 
was made by Marshal Gookln, of the 
Boston delegation. 


This delegation, accompanied by the 


Boston Brass Band, then took up the 
line of march with the municipal pro- 
cession, for the City; ana on 
theii 


march, at the proper point; near the 
Creek Bridge, were joined by the Low- 
ell delegation, which arrived via the 
Concord Railroad, just in season. 


The Municipal procession, escorted 


by the Greys, under Capt. Towle; and 
ihe visitors, escorted by the Guards 
under Maj. Hill, and the Continental- 
lers under Master Rowe; were Joined 
in Islington Street by the Industrial 
Procession, from Cabot Street, which 
completed the Grand Procession. 


The streets through which It passed 


in exact accordance wita the publish- 
ed order, -were decorated with arches, 
evergreens, festoons cf flowers, flags 
and banners, and crowded with spec- 
tators, as were also the aour,es and 
every other place commanding a>vlew 
of the pageant. 


The weather, putting off its cloudy 


and threatening aspect, had become a 


' sunshine, and the little rain of the 


morning.had refreshed and benefitted 
tho appearance of almost every thing;
